ally taking place among this people, Mr. 
Wiiham Hall writes :— 
*“ We can now rejoice, thet, through the 
Grace of God, the Great Enemy has lest 
his ground very much, among the poor 
dark-minded Heathen around us. Some 
of them are living with os, who formerly 
used to break down our fences, and abuse 
us, and steal and carry away every article 
that they could get hold o!, But now we 
can see a wonderful alteration in them :

tains no provision for a revision after the year 
1795. Yetas the legislative power extends to 
every object that involves the good and well be- 
ing of the Commonwealth, which is not specifical- 
ly excepted, we may infer the right and duty of 
the Legislature to submit to the consideration 
of the people, either the general question of 
revision, or such propositions for particular amend- 
ments, as they shall judge to be most promotive 
ofthe public geod. The inference from analogy, 
arising from the provisions of the 10th section of 
the 6th chapter of the constitution, seemed to fa- 
vor the idea of limiting the power of the Legisla- 
ture to submit, primarily, the general question 
only tothe people, But as that article was de- 
signed for the particular case, of a revision in the 
year above mentioned, it does not seem reasona- 
ble to conclude that the general power of the 
Legislature, can be abridged by that specific 
provision. ‘
